when the first white settler came into this valley with his wife 
and eleven children and settled among the Cnugnawaga Indians 
near the falls at Center Rutland. 

This was the beginning Of history, then, liy white men. in this 
valley, though the lain) in the valley had heen bought and sold 
in speculation for years before this dale. 

The charter for the town of Rutland was granted on 
the 7 til of September, 1761, by Col. Josiah YVilliard of Win- 
chester, X. M., to Mr. James Murray, one of the principal citizens 
of Rutland, Mass., and lie is supposed to be the man who named 
our city, though records state that he never saw any portion (if 
lilt.- \ alley. 

The first meeting called to organize a town government con- 
vened on the second Tuesday "I October 1770, and continued to 

operate a> a town until November It), 1882. 

On April I. IK'.CS, the late .John A. Mead was inaugurated as 
the first Mayor of the City of Rutland.

Mayor s Message 

Tti tin Citteen* of RtiUand: 

[i i> a pleasure to submit this sixty-eighth Annual Report 
of the City of Hut land, covering municipal operations for the 
fiscal year fn>m -luly I. I '.).',<) to June :«), 10(50. 

Those Annual Reports which the City has heen using for the 
past sixty-eight years are designed to acquaint our taxpayers with 
the state of affairs of the city and to furnish a summary of activi- 
ties of the various departments, together with messages from 
department heads on the operations under their control. 

A delay in the issuance of this report has occurred because 
of the time involved in the completion of a general audit of the 
City's accounts by the Auditor's Department of the State of 
Vermont. This general audit was approved by the voters at the 
last Man h election. It has now heen completed at a cost to the 
city of SI 0(50.00 and a virtual complete report of this voluminous 
audit is included herein. 

During the past fiscal year, the program of physical improve- 
ment of our city tuts continued. The rebuilding of the Woodstock 
Avenue section of l.S. Route -1 is proceeding on schedule and 
should be completed by the first of December. With the com- 
pletion of this project, the four main traffic arteries of the city 
have been modernized under a program which cost the city only 
twenty-five cents on the dollar of construction costs involved. 

This year also saw - the completion of a 1000 foot extension 
to the north-south runway of our municipal airport. Thi> 
extension gives us a .">(M)0 foot landing strip which is a great 
advantage to our facility. 

With the (approval by the voters of a bond issue for con- 
struction of a Sewage Disposal Plant, we entered into a contract 
with an engineering firm which has prepared a design for our 
plant and it is expected that actual construction will start next 
Spring. 

In last year's annual Mayor's Message. I reiterated that 
there was only one way to get away from constantly recurring 
deficits and that was to eliminate the charter limit of Sl.liO for 
general city purposes and the SI.H0 limit for education. I further 
Stated that these proposals would be put before the voters in the 
March election. This was done and tin 1 article was approved 
by the voters. The necessary charter amendment covering this 
ai t ion must now be presented to the Legislature for approval. 
When this change is legally adopted, we will be able each year 
to levy a tax designed to balance our budget without resorting 
to deficit financing 
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In the meantime, we will be faced with a sizeable deficit 
at the end of the current fiscal yen. as we have for some years 
past. To take care of this deficit, it seems very advisable to 
float an issue of refunding bonds redeemable in ten years, which 
would liquidate the deficit and start us off with a clean slate and 
a guarantee of future balanced budget-. Approval of such a 
refunding bond issue will be requested ami will be entered as an 
article in the March Meeting. 

During the l!>47 session of the Vermont Legislature, I spon- 
sored a gathering of city and town officials to further legislative 
proposals of interest to our various communities. 

As a result of our activities, legislation enabling the Stat.- of 
Vermont to participate in federal I'rban Renewal was proposed 
and ado] (led by the l.egidature and. as a consequence. Vermont 
Communities arc now eligible to qualify under approved pro- 
grams. However, before it can Qualify for Federal assistance 
under I'rban Renewal, a municipality must have a inaMer plan 
of development approved by a referendum vote and I have 
accordingly appointed B Planning Commission which will work 

toward securing such a plan. 

In concluding this message. I again ask the cooperation of all 
our citizens in continued efforts to secure additional municipal 
improvements. I extend sincere thanks to all the employees of 
the city for their faithful services and earnestly request their 
future cooperation.

In compliance with Section 5<l of the City Charter, I here- 
with submit the Budget covering the fiscal year 1960-1961. A 
copy i> being supplied to each of you. 

"The format used in compiling this Budget conforms with the 
methods recommended Ity the Slate Auditors a year ago and is the 
same form that was used in compiling the Budget for the fiscal 
year 1959-1960 submitted to you on June 1, 1959. 

In estimating expenditures by a municipality, it is essential 
to keep in mind the available revenue and in this connection. 
I requested the City Assessors to give me an approximate esti- 
mate of the Grand List for 1960-1961. The Assessors suggested, 
inasmuch as they do not hold their grievance hearings until 
period from June 15 to June 19, that we use the same figures as 
the current year. 

We figure, due to exemptions, etc., that the polls will run 
under S700 as compared with 8X00 last year. 

While I have endeavored to hold depart mi nt requests as 
close as possible to the figures for the (859-1960 Budget, it is 
practically an impossibility in view of present conditions. For 
instance, "the School Budget is up $52,800. plus $13,215. which 
must be incurred for the replacement of heating and ventilating 
equipment For Lincoln School. Also due to the .V '< wage increase 
approved by your Board effective July 1, 1!>60 for Lire, Police, 
etc., this amounts to S17, 500. In addition, all Public Work 
employees are granted a 5 r < wage increase effective July 1st and 
due to' no street bond issue, this department budget is up $18,000. 

These items enumerated above total approximately s KC2.000. 

You will note from the tabulated budget that total appro- 
priations from tax revenue are S 107.000. ov er the P.I.VJ- I'JOO

DESTRUCTION AND RELATED SERVICES 

In I Ik- elementary schools we have continued our campaign 
lo "Expect and accept nothing hut the very best" from each child; 
and through this, to improve the over-all Quality of instruction.' 
Our Klementarv Supervisor reports that "timely emphasis has 
been plated on . . . Mathematics and Science . . '. in addition to 
maintaining our high standards of achievement in Reading 
Writing, Grammar, and Spelling." All Arithmelic texts have 
been replaced with the latest edition. The Supervisor further 
Kt&tes I hat "teachers have become more interested in (Science) 
and more qualified to teach it.'' The first City-* ide I :iementarv 
School Seiem-e Fair, in May. was perhap,- the' most important of 
the many school and classroom exhibits, fairs, liobhv shows, ami 
other programs for the benefit of parents and friends. In con- 
tinuing our program of in-service training for teachers, and with 
the strong support of the State Department of Education, we 
offered a Workshop in Arithmetic for teachers after the close of 
school in 1969, There was no expense to the School Department. 
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The American Association of School Administrators, at its 
February, l'.MiO. National Convention, adopted the following 
Resolution: "We believe iti a well-balanced school curriculum in 
w hich music, drama, painting, poetry, sculpture, architecture, and 
the like are included side by Side with other important subjects 
such as mathematics, history, and science. It is important that 
pupils, as a pari of general education, learn to appreciate, t<> 
understand, to create, and to criticize with discrimination those 
products of the mind, the voire, ihe hand, and the body which 
give dignity to the person and exalt the spirit of man." With this 
in mind, we should all be happy that the children and young 
people in Rutland have line programs in the fields of Art. Crafts, 
and Music. Of special interest, this year, is I he fact that stu- 
dents in Rutland High School won lirsi and second prizes in the 

State ami National federation of Women's clubs Art Contest 

for the best painting by a hid) school senior. The thorough 
instruction in, and high quality of, our Music program is evi- 
denced by the many line programs and public concerts held during 
the year. 

This year, in our Junior High School, we have better pro- 
vided for "the academically talented." Specifically, we offered 
to qualified students,— 

Algebra in Grade 8 (to permit live years of Mathematics). 
The results are quite favorable. I >f the original fcwenty- 
two, seventeen are continuing on to Geometry. Test 

results have revealed thai I lies > pupils, when compared 
with ninth graders, have done as well as the upper ten 
per cent! 

French I in tirade 9 (to make possible four years of French). 

Biology in Grade !) (to make possible four years of Science). 
Ail those taking Biology I his year have qualified to go 
on to Chemistry in tirade 10. 
We have had a well-planned Physical Kdueation program for 
both boys and girls, culminating in a Junior High School Gym 
Inhibition for the public, with a very large attendance. 

This year we aava taken advantage of the matching oppor- 
tunities under the National Defense Kdueation Act to improve 
our facilities, as follows: 

1) To create a new Electronics Wboratojy in the Senior 

High School. (Please note the accompanying photo- 
graph). 

2) To create a new electronic Language Laboratory for the 

use of both tin 1 Senior and Junior High Schools. 

3) To add important additional equipment in Science, 

Mathematics, French, and Guidance.

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The following arc especially interesting items taken from the 
High School Principal's Report: 

Honors groups in English classes have been established, and 
English teachers' leaching loads have been reduced to 
approximately 11)0 pupils. 

(ieneral improvement in sectioning of classes has been 
brought about to provide better opportunities for 
instruction in all subject matter areas. 

The achievement of pupils has been outstanding, as indicated 
by the fact that Midland High School had its first, and 
one of two in Vermont. Merit Scholar; that three others 
wire semi-finalists in the National Merit Scholarship 
(Qualifying Test and five others received letters of eoiu- 
inend.it ion ; and as indicated also by the generally high 
scores <ni College Hoard Examinations and on other 
tests measuring achievement at all Senior High School 
grade levels. 

Our first High School Science Night in recent years was 
extremely successful. It was organized jointly by the 
P. T. A., faculty members, and students: and Professor 
Wissler of Middlebury College was the guest speaker, 
prior to the demonstrations by students. "Through 
the support of our community, and with the help of our 
teachers and guidance personnel. Rutland High School 
continues to have each year a higher percentage of its 
graduates enter schools beyond high school than any of 
the other larger schools in the State. Many of them 
enter and are successful in the colleges with high ad- 
mission and performance standards. Those students 
who terminate (heir formal education with High School 
and who have been enrolled in vocational courses arc 
generally successful in securing and retaining jobs in 
this or other comniunit ies." 

It another part of our in-service training of teachers, and again 

with strong support from the State I >epaittnent of Education. 

we offered a Workshop for junior and senior high school teachers. 

after the close of school in ]!).">'.», in the ■'Classroom Teachers' 

Role in < tuidance." 

Our Evening Trade School, in its thirteenth year, offered at 
no local expense a large variety of courses (including more than 
ever, courses in conjunction with local industries), for the people 
within a radius of sixty miles. — five of these courses on the 
technical level. In the field of Homemaking, two different courses 
were offered to four different groups, involving sixty-five different 
women adults. 

This has been the fourth year that we have had a Director 
in charge of our Guidance Services. Under "Inventory Services," 
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he reports that "our students markedly exceeded national 
averages in all tested areas." In the "Placement Services," the 
following are noteworthy: 

In the.Iunior High School the most important new work was 
tin- identification of the "Academically Talented" ami 
their placement in advanced work, as previously men- 
tioned. 

The Guidance Department placed twenty-three students in 
part-time or summer jobs during the school year. 

Almost lifty-eight percent of all I '.KiO graduates are continu- 
ing their education beyond High Sehool. 

This year we had our first Summer School, initiated by the 
Superintendent of Schools and developed by Mr. Edward C. 
Miller. Its purpose, as determined by the Hoard of School Com- 
missioners, was to offer a program in advanced work in several 
lields of study for highly qualified students in this area. There 
were four visiting faculty members, and the school operated for 
a period of five weeks. Offerings included: Eat in American 
Geography. Near East Geography, Creative Writing, World 
Literature, Modern Concepts in Mathematics, Physinlogv ami 
Anatomy, and Laboratory Physics. Tuition was set at &>(>. 
per course, — $35. for Laboratory Physics. Twenty-five different 
students took thirty-four different courses.

CONDITIONS OE THE SCHOOLS 
The conditions of our newer school buildings are, as would be 
expected, excellent . The condit ions of our older buildings remain 
generally very good flue to the continued interest of, and annual 
inspection- by. the members of the School Board's Building 
Committee, and the excellent work of our Maintenance Depart- 
ment.

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Report Of The Librarian 

For the Year Knding 30 Juno 

To the Honorable ('it;/ Council and Citizens of Hulland: 

The most important single event during the past year was the 
rejection by Rutland voters of a proposed addition to the library 
building. It is unfortunate that public libraries arc not able to 
plan in advance for anticipated demands. We must wail until 
we are physically cramped before asking for additional space. 
It is hoped that next year local organizations and citizens will 
get behind the drive for an improved library building. 

Circulation 

The Statistical Summary at the end of ihis report indicates 
I he volume of '■business" transacted by the library. Kven after 
tightening our methods of tabulation, circulation figures continue 
to rise. The trend toward borrowing more non-fiction is most 
welcome, for it strengthens the library's role as an educational 
institution in the community. 

Book Collection 

It is important that we as citizens bear in mind the obliga- 
tions of our public library. The library's main obligation is lo 
educate, not formally as do the public schools but informally at 
the speed and level of the individual. 

The books your librarian selects to be purchased for the 
library are selected primarily for their educational value, whether 
it be in the field of public affairs, business, art, history or litera- 
ture. These books become the basic collection of the library to 
be used not only this year but in the years ahead. All of the new 
adult books purchased by the library are maintained on special 
shelves at the main entrance so that citizens may see just what 
books are being acquired. 

Xon-Book Materials 

On Washington's Birthday, the Children's Film Program, 
directed by the Children's Librarian, Mrs. Barbara Douglas,' 
received the Freedom's Foundation uward for a community 
program. Mrs. Douglas is to be congratulated for her work on 
this program. 

The library now receives the New York Times on microfilm 
and the Xew Y'ork Times Index. These acquisitions great I v 
enhance the library's reference resources. 
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The library's phonograph record collection continues to 
receive enthusiastic support. Biglb fidelity components were

Adult Services

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Library Friends

Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my animal report for the year 1959-1960, 

Street Department 

During the fiscal year I ;).">! I- 1 iM) streets, too numerous to 
catalogue in this report, were scarified, graded and a taek coat 
of tar and warn! was used as a binder and dust layer on these 
streets. 

From year to year we are gradually const met nig more 
permanent "roads which, in the future, will cut our maintenance 
costs greatly. 38.0 IS gallons of tar; 5)2,414 gallon- >»f asphalt; 
1400 tons of sand; 43 tons of grits and 34 tons of pen stone were 
used. 

Our downtown business area was kept spick-and-span 
throughout the year, for which this department has received 
many compliments. 

Sewer Department 

The sewer system, as everyone should know by now, is 
inadequate to carry off heavy rains and plans are being made by 
our engineering department for construction of storm sewers in 
the future. 

At the March meeting the voters approved the construction 
of a sewage disposal plant anil voted the necessary funds. All 
initial work— applications to the Federal Government and a 
multitude of other work in conjunction with this project— has 
been done by this office. The firm of Fenton G. Keyes Associates 
of Providence, R. I. has been engaged to design this project. 

During ihe year 5,074 lineal feet of sewers were constructed 
by the Sewer Department; 8 new catch basins were installed 
and many others repaired; 40 new house connections were also 
installed. 

General DPW 

Several hundred feet of steel guard rail was installed at 
danger point- throughout the city. Some repairs were made to 
River Street bridge; 28 dead and dying trees were removed and 
100 Norway maples were planted. A new culvert was installed 
on Moon Brook at Stratton Road. Our dump was well attended 
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to as usual. A program of rat and insect control has been going 
on at the dump for several years. Main Street Park was kepi 
trim and tidy by the Park Superintendent, Mr. John Perkins. 
Numerous street signs have been placed on newly accepted streets. 
Many of our elm trees have become afflicted with Dutch Klin 
Disease and eventually these trees will have to he removed. 

Wa ter Department 

This department, has had a busy season, as usual. 3,954 
lineal feet of 8" water main was laid. Several hundred feet of 
water main had to be lowered so that the reconstruction of 
Woodstock Avenue could be carried on. Four new 0" lire lines 
were constructed; 84 water meters installed and 55 new house 
connections were made. 

Our reservoir, constructed in 1954, is functioning very satis- 
factorily. An important part of the Water Department is our 
watershed. Continual scientific cutting and cleaning of this 
forest is insuring us of an adequate water supply in the future. 
Alt work being done in our forest is under (lie supervision of the 
State Forestry Department and Mr. (iene Keenan of the City 
of Rutland. This forest is self-supporting — not one cent, has to 
be paid from taxes. Mr. Keenan has been ably assisted in this 
work by our caretaker, Mr. Harry Jasmin. 

A much needed heavy duty pickup truck was purchased for 
use at the reservoir. The cement box housing our valuable 
reducing valves, located at the eastern end of Division Street, 
has been improved and the danger of ice collecting on these 
valves has been eliminated by a heating lamp and electric pump. 

Winter Maintenance 

Two new salt spreader- were purchased by litis department, 
which speeds up our winter sanding and salting These spreaders 
are operat ed from the cab of the truck and one man does the whole 
operation. 

The cost of snow and ice removal has become a serious prob- 
lem for the taxpayer as the cost has grown from £1 I, (XX) in 1948 
to i|35,000-$40,006 in lil.V.i. 

Permanent Road Bond 

Allen Street. Bellevue Avenue, Forest Street, Lincoln 
Avenue, Stratton Road and Vernon Street were excavated to a 
depth of two feel and gravel placed therein. They were primed 
with a tar coat and sealed with peastone. Mansfield Place was 
stabilized with asphalt. Soil cement was placed on North Church 
Street, thereby insuring us a permanent base for future paving. 

Sidewalks and Curbs 

2,178 feet of curb; 3,117 square feet of sidewalk and 1,330 
feet of asphalt curb were constructed during the year 
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Engineering Department 

Our Fngineering Department has been kept busy m&h Street 
lines, grades and surveys at our water head. We have worked 
closelv with the (inn of Kenton C. Keyes Associates, furnishing 
thein'with any information we have so as to help in designing our 
sewage disposal plant. Records of all of these operations have 
been kept and an' on file in this office.

Engine 1, which was put in service in December 1941 is in 
poor condition and should be replaced during 1901. The replace- 
ment cost would be approximately $23,000. (Ml. Engine 3 was 
put in service in Angus) 1936, and is still in fair condition but 
will have to be replaced in the near future. 

I would like to recommend that a system of linaneing new 
apparatus be established that would eliminate the cost out of the 
annual budget by adding two cents to the annual tax rate and the 
amount raised be set aside for the replacement of apparatus. 
This would provide for the replacement of each piece of equipment 
after twenty years of service. The cost nf replacing the -mailer 
equipment could be replaced from the annual budget. 

The City Hall station, built in 1901 for horse drawn equip- 
ment is now obsolete and I would like to recommend to the 
Planning Board that a new four door Central Fire Station be 
erected on the Meldon School property and the entire fire depart- 
ment be housed there. There is room for a modern fire station 
and drill tower at this location. 

If such a new building is not considered, the present, building 
must be remodeled by a new front with wider doors sod a con- 
siderable amount of remodeling inside. Also the present Station 2 
should be relocated in a new fire station on the City owned 
property at Woodstock Avenue and Deer Street . 

I wish to thank all of the members of the Fire Department 
and all other City Departments for their assistance and coopera- 
tion during the year.

The Department investigated 12,300 complaints and made 
440 arrests during the past fiseal year. 

The number of motor vehicle aeeidents investigated were 
370. This number of accidents is 33 more than the previous 
year. The estimated amount of damage is less but the number 
of persons injured ami hospitalized were increased compared 
to the previous year. A table listing the number of cars involved, 
estimated damages, and the number of persons injured and 
hospitalized follows this report. We had no fatalities this year.

Gentlemen : 

As you are aware, I did not assume the position of Superin- 
tendenl of Recreation until June (i, 1900, when the fiscal year 
was virtually over. As a consequence, I am unable to make too 
comprehensive a report on the activities of the past year, how- 
ever, the following i.- submitted as a sketchy review of the status 
of the department. 

The total expenditures for this department for this period 
is approximately $33,079.6$ total receipts— $5,073.08. 

ACTIVITIES 

Spring and Summer 

The Recreation Department again operated playgrounds 
during the summer. Various games and activities were eon- 
ducted on the playgrounds. Organized Mitey-Mite and Little 
League Baseball programs were conducted, as well as two City 
Softball Leagues. Also in operation was the Municipal Swimming 
Pool, 

Fall and Winter 

Fall and Winter programs consisted of Halloween Window 
Painting on downtown stores and parties held at various schools. 
Madison Street Recreation Center was also apparently opened 
during this period, with several different groups using this 
facility. Once again, skating rinks at Rotary. Meadow St.. and 
White were in operation. 

Summary 

The Recreation Department, perhaps more than any other 
City Department, is in the nerd of a great over-haul and a vast 
rebuilding program. Programs have been re-started and are 
continuing to be rebuilt. Facility wise, the Department is in 
sad shape. The Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, and the Alder- 
manic Recreation Committee arc aware of this fact and tire very 
eager and sympathetic toward this cause. With time and pa- 
tience, it is hoped that all these situation.- will be corrected, and 
Rutland once again will -tep forward as a leader in Community 
Recreation.

Since the expenditures for the construction of this Runway 
extension were $21,053.42 less than the funds placed at the 
< Sty's disposal for this purpose, there now remains in the Airport 
Runway Bonds account an unexpended balance amounting to 
that figure. 

At the City Meeting on March 1. 1000. the people of Rutland 
by their vote authorized the City Council to appropriate the 
balance of finals in this Airport Bond account to resurfacing the 
East-West Uunway and for other improvements at the Rutland 
Airport. 

The Administrator of the I'nited States Federal Aviation 
Agency has allocated 840.750 for a project at our Airport, to 
resurface this Runway and improve the approaches and for other 
specified improvements at the Airport. 

Eastern Air Lines is the only scheduled air carrier using 
our Airport. During the past year the number of scheduled 
landings by Eastern during the summer months has been cut in 
half, with one daily liight each way to and from New York. 
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Consequently, the number of passengers using air service from 
Rutland during the past year has been sharply reduced. Your 
Commission has cooperated in efforts to improve the Airline's 
schedule and to increase the use of Eastern's service by the 
people of the Rutland area. Statistics showing the use of this 
commercial service during the past fiscal year and the two vears 
preceding arc set forth below:

VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, I960 

The health of Hut land City is the concern of its citizens, 
its doctors, health officer, selectmen and the State Department 
Of Health. 

Through its various programs the State Department of 
Health staff works with and lor local people on community health, 
operating Oil both local and state levels. This is a report of some 
of the Stah' Health Department services and programs your town 
used last year.* 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping handi- 
capped children, Wrell-child and school conferences were held. 
Nutrition and dietary consultations numbered It). At the request 
of attending doctors 2 children received pediatric consultations, 
8 received hospital diagnosis, !»o with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic 
or neurological conditions received services or appliances through 
clinics for handicapped children and (3 were given financial aid 
toward hospitalization costs. Mental retardation clinic services 
were extended to 4 children. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 144 persons 
received chest X-rays: 23 children received immunizations, 
including boosters, against, diphtheria, whooping rough and/or 
tetanus. Polio immunizations, including boosters, were given 5 
children and adults in clinics and conferences. The State Labora- 
tory performed tests on 411 water samples, 38 food and dairy 
products, 7K0 blood specimens and I K) other specimens. Vaccines, 
antitoxins and biological* were distributed for protection against 
communicable diseases. 

There were 858 sanitary inspections or consultations made 
at the town's food and lodging places and 12.1 concerning water 
supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other problems, to 
protect health through improved town sanitation. Services to 
maintain and improve adult health in industry included 304 chest 
X-rays and inspections and consultations at plants. In connec- 
tion with the state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal 
aid program for hospital and medical facility construction there 
were 22 inspections-consultations to hospitals, nursing homes and 
homes for the aged. 

Mental health services, through guidance clinics, educational 
meetings or consultations, were received by 110 persons and 
groups. Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, psychologist 



*To show the amount of sen-ire* and hare this available by the time 
your town report is prepared we, have tabulated most of our 
services in the 12 month period ending September 30, although 
some are in the fiscal year ending June 30M. 
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or psychiatric social worker were given 106, Under the com- 
munity mental health program to develop local projects for pre* 
vention, treatment or education in mental health, financial 
assistance and staff consultations arc available. 

To promote better dental health 8 consultations and services 
were provided groups or individuals on town or school dental 
health problems. 

In cancer work 31 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor 
clinics or were financially helped with hospitalization costs. 

All programs in the department offer educational services. 
Pamphlets, films, a news release and information service and 
speakers arc available. A health educator is available to help 
town groups study their health problems and plan educational 
programs. 

The Public Health nurse served at well-child and school 
conferences. X-ray and immunization clinics, assisted by local 
people. She visited homes, doctors, and agencies, making 320 
visits on behalf of 158 persons and community health activities. 
Her service is an essential element in the department's program 
for health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and 
education.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the provisions of Title 24, V.S.A., 
Sections 1092-1097, an examination lias been conducted of the 
financial transactions recorded in the account ing records main- 
tained by the Treasurer of the City of Rutland, Vermont, for the 
fiscal year July 1, 1959 i<> June :$0, I960. In addition, cash 
reconciliations were performed for the period from July 1 to 
August 27, 1 900. 

This examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted audit inn standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures 
as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 

Accordingly, in the opinion of this office and to the best of 
our knowledge and belief based on such examination, the attached 

exhibits and schedules, aec pained by explanatory comments 

and recommendations, present fairly the financial position of the 
City of Rutland, Vermont, as at June 30, 1900, and the results of 
operations for the year then ended, in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles as applied to municipalities. 

AUDIT REPORT 
BALANCE SHEET- GENERAL FUND: 
Cash on Hand Tax Collector 

Delinquent tax collections amounting to $189.90 were 
collected by the tax collector bin not remitted to the treasurer as 
at June '.10, 19f>0. This amount was remitted to the treasurer in 
August 1960. 

Due from City Clerk 

As a result of an examination of the records of the city clerk, 
it was determined that recording fees amounting to $5.50 have 
not been remitted to the treasurer as at June 30. 1900. This 
amount has been deposited in the fees account and has been 
remitted during the 1960-01 fiscal year. 
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Reserves for Incollectible Accounts 

The reserves for incollectible delinquent poll ami personal 
estate taxes, and accounts receivable, were determined as shown 
in Kxhibii A after consultation with the treasurer, The reserve 
for incollectible taxes was based on a list furnished by the 
collector to the treasurer. 

Due from School Sprinkler Fund 

Tin- school sprinkler appropriation overdraft resulted from a 
$2,741.7:1 moHm Of actual over estimated receipts and a -51."), 722.76 
excess of actual over estimated expenditures. 

The net amount of § 12, US I .03 is shown in Kxhibii A as an 
a.-sel of the ( leiicral Fund and will be refunded in 19(10-61. 

This improvement was originally planned to be accomplished 
during a two year period anil llie appropriation made in 1959-00 
was based on t his proposal. However, the entire project was com- 
pleted in 1959-00 thereby causing an appropriation overdraft in 
the above amount . An appropriation has been made in 1960-61 
o> liquidate the deficit in this account, 

\\ \LYSIS OF CHANGES IN UNAPPROPRIATED 
SURPLUS: 

The deficit of $69,977.23 for the 1958-59 fiscal year was 
liquidated in 1959-60 by the assessment of a deficit lax as shown 
in Schedule 1. 

As a deficit tax can only be levied in multiples of five cents 

on a dollar of the gr 1 list, an excess of §13,331.12 was levied 

but this amount was applied to reduce the 1959-60 deficiency 
appropriation of $133,877.35 to §120.546.23 as shown in Schedule 

L 

The budgetary operations deficit for 1959-60 amounting to 
§136,252.79, less reversions amounting to $36,423.34, resulted 
in a net charge to surplus amounting to $99,829.45. 

Other additions to surplus amounting to §9,086.01 reduced 
the 1959-60 deficit to S90.713. f l as shown in Schedule 1. 

Due to audit adjustments, the deficit has been determined to 
be $4.15 more than the amount of §90.739.29 as reported by the 
city treasurer. For your informal ion. the following reconciliation 
i- presented:

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Contingency Fund Expenditures 

A contingency fund appropriation of $10,000.00 was made 

for the I !(.">! Mil I li-ral year. Expenditures fruni ihis appropriation 
totaled SKI, 001. I'm. resulting in an overdraft amounting to S|. <>."). 

This contingency fund was created for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for unforseen emergencies which were not con- 
templated when the budget was approved. 

Authorizations for the expenditures from this fund were 
granted by the hoard of aldermen. The officially recorded 
authorization could not be located for the expenditure in the 
amount ol S I 71) for Park Street lighting purposes. 

The following fund expenditures, as shown in Schedule 2. 
were understated as follows:

The above appropriations, as shown in Schedule 2, were also 
understated by the amount of the authorization for expenditures 
from the contingency fund. 

In order to present the actual appropriation and expendi- 
tures of each fund, it is recommended that the additional appro- 
priation authorized be added to the original appropriation and 
charged to the contingency fund. All expenditures from tin- 
additional appropriation would then be charged to the applicable 
appropriation. The balance of the contingency fund would then 
reflect the amount which had not been authorized. 

All additional appropriations should be authorized by the 
board of aldermen. 
Budgetary Controls 

In a letter to the Hoard of Aldermen dated May 14, 1900, 
the treasurer requested advice as to the budgetary procedure to 
follow in anticipation of an excess of expenditures over the 
original appropriation in the Airport Account. This request, 
referred to the Einance Committee, contained three procedures 
for the handling of this overdraft. As no reply was received from 
the Finance Committee, the treasurer adopted one of his recom- 
mended procedures by allowing an overdraft equal to the excess 
of the actual receipts over the estimated receipts. 

In budgetary accounting, the fiscal officer is responsible for 
furnishing the necessary financial information to the Committee 
of Finance, while the Committee is charged with the responsi- 
bility of making the liuancial decisions based on this information. 
If it becomes evident that expenditures will exceed estimates, or 
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that revenues are not being realized as estimated, the fiscal 
officer should inform the < 'ommittee as was done in (his instance. 
The Coniniiitee of Finance should then inform the fiscal officer 
as to the proper procedure to follow, which was not done in 
connection with the anticipated expenditures overdraft in the 
Airport Account. 
WATER RENTS: 

Schedule 4 presents a summary of the detailed examination 
made of the Water Schedule and Metered Water accounts for the 
fiscal year 1959-fiO. 

Reconciliations were made to work sheets compiled by the 
treasurer and to the treasurer's file of unpaid hills at June 30, 
lii.V.I and I'.MiO. 

The audit, report by this office dated January 22, 1959, 
recommended that the treasurer pie-determine water billing 
totals, prior to issuance of billings and that the treasurer establish 
controls for collections. < Iclim |ii<-n i -. abatements, and unpaid 

accounts. 

As there .-till exists no controls on water rents, reconciliations 
could only be attained by a detailed examination of the Water 
Schedule and Metered Water accounts. 

This office again recommends the establishment of an 
adequate control account which will provide at any date the 
balance of the unpaid water rem- accounts, which could be 
reconciled with the file of unpaid water bills. This reconciliation 
can be attained without the necessity of a detailed examination 
of the Water Schedule and Metered Water accounts. 

Delinquent water rents confirmations have been sent to 44 
accounts request \Uii verification oj the balances due. City 
officials will be advised at a later date of any discrepancies noted 
on the returned confirmations. 
STATEMENT OF TAXES RAISED: 

The accounting for (he 1959-60 tax levy is presented as 
Exhibit F of this report. 

The mathematical accuracy of the alphabetical totals in the 
Grand List Abstract was verified on a test-check basis which 
comprised 4!)' ,' of the real estate assessments anil II', of the 
personal properly assessments. 

An attempt was made to substantiate the total polls listed 
through adjustment of billing machine totals for subsequent 
additions and deletions. It was found, however, that numerous 
adjustments were required to reconcile the city clerk's poll list 
with the poll taxes assessed as reflected in the records of the city 
treasurer. 

It is our opinion that the policy of making additions to and 
deletions from the ( inmd List, u ithout formal action by the Board 
of Assessors, is in violation of the provisions of Subchapter 6, 
Title 32, Vermont Statutes Annotated. 
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We strongly recommend that amendments to the Grand 
List be made through formal action of the Board of Assessors 
and that such amendments be filed as a permanent record with 
the City Clerk. Taxes assessed in error should, subsequent to 
December 31 of the tax year, be subject to formal abatement. 

DELINQUENT TAXES: 

A detailed examination was made of the receipts issued by 
the delinquent tax collector for the fiscal year 1959-150 and recon- 
ciliations made to the collection reports submitted to the city 
treasurer. 

We noted several minor variations in interest charges for 
the period, corrections for which were made at the time that 
receipts were remitted to the treasurer. 

As shown in Exhibits A and G, taxes and added interest, 
collected in June 1960, in the amount of $189.90, was unremitted 
as of June 30, 1960. 

Delinquent real estate and personal property taxes in the 
amount of $56,476.49, representing 108 individual accounts, 
have been subjected to positive confirmation as of August 29, 
1960. Tin- delinquent taxes so confirmed represent approxi- 
mately 42% of the total delinquent taxes outstanding at June 30, 
liltiO. If future replies indicate discrepancies, you will be notified 
as to their nature. 

CITY CLERK SEGREGATION OF STATE FEES: 

Subsequent to August 27. I'.MiO, in accordance with a recom- 
mendation contained in the previous audit report submitted by 
this office, the city clerk began segregating state fees and deposit- 
ing these ill a separate bank account. 

PARKING METER RECEIPTS ACCOUNTABILITY 
PROCEDURES: 

Based upon a recommendation contained in the previous 
audit report made by t his office, t he responsibility of counting and 
rolling parking meter receipt- has been delegated to the Police 
Department, with the treasurer issuing a receipt for these monies. 

SURETY BONDS: 

Surety bonds were examined and found to be in compliance 
with city charter requirements, except that bonds were not 
available for the president of the board of aldermen, the city 
attorney, nor employees of the recreation department who receive 
funds of the city. 

RECONCILIATION OF FUNDS AND CASH POSITION: 

On August 29, I960, a cash count was made of all funds in 
the custody of the treasurer and the city clerk. The results of 
this cash count are shown in Exhibit II.
